Inflict Heavy Losses on En­ 
emy In Half-Mile Advance 
on Two-Mile Front 


WASHINGTON. July 2 —With 
the 
exception of a brief air encounter in 
which an American aviator brought 
down a foe machine yesterday passed 
quietly on the American front, Gen­ 
eral Pershing reported today.

American troops advanced on a two- 
mile front w est of Chateau 
Thierry 
last night to the depth of about half 
a mile, taking 450 prisoners and in­ 
flicting the heaviest losses on the en­ 
emy. 
The American losses were ex­ 
trem ely light 
Our men took the vil­ 
lage of Vaux, Hill 192, La Roch wood 
and penetrated Clerebaut wood. 
Combined French and American at­ 
tacks on Hill 204 conducted simultan­ 
eously with the American attack on 
Vaux are reported to have been suc­ 
cessful after a bitter battle. 
The hills are very important, dom­ 
inating Chateau-Thierry as 
well 
as 
the country to the left. 
Perfect co-operation 
between 
the 
artillery and Infantry made the Amer­ 
ican advance possible, as som e por­ 
tions of the German line 
were 
un­ 
usually well adapted to defensive pur­ 
poses. 
The shelling lasted from 6 o’clock 
{ 


esterday morning until 6 o’clock last 
Ight. 
Then the infantry swept for­ 
ward and attained all its objectives in 
forty minutes. 
The advance was made on a front of 
about three kilom eters (1.63 m iles) 
and reached a maximum depth of one 
kilometer (.631 m iles). 
One of the most successful artillery 
©reparations 
preceded 
the 
attack. 
Complete neutralization of the Ger­ 
man artillery was evidenced by 
the 
feebleness of its reply. 
The concentration of fire later on 
Vaux resulted in the gunners leveling 
every building in the town. 
Every 
man entered the place with an exact 
description, and with photographs and 
maps showing buildings each was ex­ 
pected to occupy. When they reached 
the town they found the maps more 
valuable than the photographs as the 
artillery had wiped out any 
resem ­ 
blance to a house. 
The advance, which extended on a 
plateau, was made in skirmish forma­ 
tion behind a barrage 
and 
landed 
them in the 
town 
practically 
un­ 
scratched, although the left wing met 
stiff opposition from machine guns in 
the wood. 
0 
Twenty-three m inutes after 
their 
departure from their 
trenches 
the 
Americans were in Vaux. 
Half an 
hour later the American ambulances 
were there. 
The tatter’s work 
was 
vastly lighter than might have been 
expected. 
American patrols for the past sev­ 
eral nights had drawn the Are of Ger­ 
man machine guns, revealing their po­ 
sitions, so the infantry was able to 
approach the nests warily and sur­ 
round and capture them with m ini­ 
mum casualties. 
After the success of the 
advance 
bombardment of the rear areas was 
resumed so as to prevent German re­ 
inforcements being rushed up.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—Opposition 
such as instantly m eets any proposal 
for government operation or control 
of public utilities sprang up today in 
congress to block passage of the reso­ 
lution empowering the president to 
take over telegraph and telephone 
system s as a war measure. 
All anti government ownership mem­ 
bers of congress declared emphatical­ 
ly the resolution presented in the 
house by Representative Aswell and 
in the senate by Senator Drummond 
must not pass without limiting gov­ 
ernment control to six months after 
the war, 
As now drawn, it fixes no 
limit. 
It is possible that in the interest 
of early passage of the legislation, 
which may be needed to avert a strike 
of telegraphers on July 8, that the 
time lim it will be conceded. 
That won’t quiet 
the opposition. 
The report that the system s are to be 
handled by Postm aster General Burle­ 
son as director general of communica­ 
tions aroused the ire of a large group 
in both houses. 
But most of the opposition will 
wear itself out in talk and the reso­ 
lution will pass, probably in about 
the form the president desires it. 
Its 
passage may interfere with the recess 
congressional leaders had planned to 
begin July IO. 
The house commerce committee to­ 
day held a hearing on the resolution. 
Representative Aswell was to explain 
it. 
Secretaries D aniels and Baker, 
who urged it as a necessity to guard 
military and naval secrets, have been 
asked to attend, as has Postm aster 
General Burleson.

WASSERMAN M E S 
INTERESTING LETTER 


FROM FRfNCE 


American Soldiers Practically 
Monopolize Everything 
Where Stationed 


From St. Naziare, France, comes an 
interesting letter from H. J. Wasser- 
man, former Southern Pacific 
agent 
here, to his friend, J. S. Hill. 
“I often wonder how Santa Ana is,” 
lie writes, ‘‘and lf there 
are 
many 
^Manges there now. There surely must 
he because things did not look the 
same when I was down Christmas. It 
certainly is strange not to see any of 
the fellows you know, and although I 
have been in about fifteen cities since 
coming to France. I have so far failed 
to (iud a single person that I knew, 
and I thought th st I knew quite a lot 
of people, and a good many 
of 
my 
friends are in France.’’ 
VVasserinan writes that in spite of 
four years of war the people of France 
are not depressed and he believes that 
“if the Germans were about the same 
distance as Orange from Santa Ana 
that the people would still go about 
their business indifferent to any dan­ 
ger, imbued with one idea and that is 
that they can lick the Boche, so you 
see the Germans have by no means got 
them bluffed or frightened.” 
“It looks funny to see the soldiers 
practically monopolize everything 
in 
tile towns that they come into—they 
don’t realize that they are in another 
man’s country. 
A person coming Into 
the country 
hardly 
realizes 
it 
is 
France—if you didn’t know you would 
think that what Frenchmen you see 


are foreigners, whereas it is we that 
are foreigners. 
“Every kid goes to school here, no 
m atter how poor he 
is, 
and 
kids 
’playing hookey’ are unknown. School 
teachers are well paid considering. I 
was talking to one recently who said 
she received the equivalent oSff>-r> (£jjr 
magi lh, but they certainly 
compA 
led to qualify before they receive an 
appointment. 
It seems that the boys 
and girls are kept separate in school. 
“As I write this I am looking out of 
(20 years old meet on the street and in­ 
mark as to the quaint customs—two 
really nice young ladies about 18 or 
20 years old meet onthe street and in­ 
variably shake hands; when they are 
through gossipping they 
take 
each 
other by the hand and kiss each other 
on the right and left cheek alternate­ 
ly, and leave. 
“I guess you read by the papers of 
the large number of men that are com­ 
ing across. 
I am not permitted to re­ 
mark on th is subject, but I hope that 
some of them that come across will he 
from Santa Ana. 
“Be sure to write to me as it takea 
about three weeks for a letter to reach 
me, and I think that you will realize 
how much a fellow wants to hear from 
his friends. We are supposed to write 
only a certain 
number 
of 
letters, 
therefore the reason for my not writ­ 
ing to more of my friends 
in 
Santa 
Ana. but if you will give them my ad­ 
dress and tell them to write me 
I 
will certainly appreciate it. 
A letter' 
will always get to me no m atter where 
I am, and no m atter how many times 
my address changes. I have not said 
anything about the war and I guess 
the less the better, but I guess every 
one realizes that everyone for some 
time will have ag h an ee 
to come to 
France to fight”

Council In Session 


NEWPORT BEACH, Cal., July 2.— 
Three of the promoters of tile New­ 
port Shipbuilding Company were pres­ 
ent at the m eeting of the 
Board of 
Trustees last evening 
and 
made a 
strong plea for an extension of ninety 
days on their lease 
of 
the 
city’s 
twelve acres of land near the entrance. 
to Newport Harbor upon which they 
expected to construct cement ships. 
The men were E. N. Childers, R. N. 
W attson and J. W. Jenkins of Los An­ 
geles. 
Mr. Childers, who appeared to be the 
spokesman and was most active in se­ 
curing the original lease, told of the 
unexpected 
difficulties 
which 
had 
been encountered, some of which had 
been overcome, and said that just as 
they felt sure of landing the contract ( 
for eleven wooden boats, they received I 
notice that the city had started action 
to anull the lease to their site. 
The j 
proposition of building cement ships I 
was given up after the establishm ent: 
of two plants on the Atlantic, two on I 
the Pacific and one 
on 
the Gulf of, 
Mexico by other firms, and word was i 
received from the government that hoi 
encouragem ent would be given to oth­ 
er plants than those established. 
They then turned their attention to 
steel and wooden ships and their rep­ 
resentative in Washington, F. O. Eng- 
strum, was instructed to bid on sev­ 
eral contracts, and among the num­ 
ber upon which bids were submitted, 
. the Newport Shipbuilding Company’s 
I figures w ere lowest on eleven of the 
! smaller craft. Mr. Childers stated that 
he felt confident that if they could get 
started building boats, no m atter how 
small, it would put Newport Harbor 
on the map. 
City Attorney Bishop informed the 
board that he had started proceedings 
to cancel the lease, per their instruc­ 
tions, and the papers have been filed 
with the county recorder. 
The board held an executive session 
I and finally after ar. hour or more of 
1 argum ent and debate, they decided to 
let the m atter stand as it was and re­ 
fused to grant the promoters the nine­ 
ty-day extension. 
However, they told 
the shipbuilders that they stood ready 
to co-operate with them just as soon 
as they were ready to fulfill the term s 
of the contract and begin the building 
of a shipbuilding plant. 
Seek Railway Croaking 
A communication was received from 
the Railroad Commissioners in regard 
to the application for a grade cross­ 
ing over the P. E. and S. P. at 26th 
street, and they reported that the m at­ 
ter had been investigated and a cross­ 
ing was badly needed at this street.

PLENTY OF GASOLINE 


It is good news to automobilists and to the bus­ 
iness world that there is no danger of a gasoline 
scarcity. 
The conditions that cripple the private 
use of motor cars in England and France do not and 
will not prevail here. 
There i> formal assurance 
from the government, through the fuel administra­ 
tion, that we shall have all the gasoline we need 
while the war lasts— that is, provided the supply of 
crude petroleum holds out. 
Not much fear is expressed on that >core. Many 
of our own wells are running dry, but the incalculable 
deposits of Tampico and Tuxpam are now avail­ 
able and will remain so as long as we maintain our 
present relations with Mexico. 
It is hardly con­ 
ceivable that hostile influence should succeed in inter 
rupting that source o f supply. 
The principal saving factor in the situation, how­ 
ever. is the fact that gasoline is now being made 
virtually as a by-product. 
Immense and ever-increas­ 
ing quantities of fuel oil are needed for oil-burning 
ships of our navy and merchant marine. 
W e may 
call either the fuel oil or the gasoline a by-product 
— the result is the same. 
Along with the requisite 
heavy oil we get the distilled product in such volume 
that all the needs of our great gas-engine industry, 
for purposes of work and even of pleasure within 
proper limits, can In1 fully supplied. 
The price of gasoline may rise, owing to higher 
freight charges and other causes, but it will not 
become prohibitive. 
Everybody whose business or 
personal plans depend directly or indirectly on the 
continuance of this fuel supply may therefore go 
ahead without miseivingrs. 


A little more than 7%% of the men registered for 
the draft are negroes—737,626 out of the total of

More than 700,000 of the first draft were totally 
illiterate. 
Of those taken into the service more than 
30,000 were unable to sign their names. 
We now have 16 great cantonments each capable of 
housing, feeding and caring for 47,000 men besides the 
15 camps in which the national guards were at firrft 
housed. 
Each cantonment has 1400 separate buildings. 
In 
all more than 22,000 buildings have been constructed at 
a cost of about 136 million dollars. 
More than 650 million feet of lumber was used and 
80 thousand carloads of material and furnishings. 
To protect the soldiers 20 million blankets and 40 
million yards of mosquito netting were bought. 
To clothe them involved such purchases as 75 million 
yards of olive drab cloth, 35 million yards of flannel 
shirting, 26 million suits of winter underwear and 17 
million for summer; 81 milliop pairs of stockings, 21 
million pairs of shoes and 6,500,000 overcoats. 
Food is bought for them in such units as 116 million 
cans of baked beans—a single, recent purchase—91 million 
cans of condensed milk and 20,287,000 pounds of prunes. 
The war department’s recent purchases include 23 
million hand grenades—725,000 automatic pistols, 240,000 
machine guns and 2,484,000 rifles. 
The IO million men registered in the first draft and 
those registered in the second draft will furnish about 
4 million more soldiers if the proportion of exemptions 
is maintained. 
It has been estimated that the number of men be­ 
tween the ages of 31 and 45 are 10,683,249 and of boys 
from 18 to 21, 3,087,063. 


COAL FOR OUR ALLIES 


Another reason for saving coal is revealed in 
a Washington dispatch. 
It may become necessary 
to divide our coal with France and Italy. 
Loth of those countries are in a bad way as 
regards their fuel supply. 
The biggest French coal 
mines were grabbed by Germany in 1914, and other 
valuable deposits have been lost in the recent German 
advance. 
French production has therefore dwindled 
to an almost negligible quantity. 
Italy has practical­ 
ly no coal of her own. 
Both countries have thus far depended on Great 
Britain for their war supply. 
That has imposed a 
big burden on a country quite sufficiently burdened 
otherwise. The growing labor scarcity makes it more 
and more difficult to send the necessary coal from 
the Welsh mines, particularly because of the old­ 
fashioned labor methods used in loading the ships. 
It is pointed out that the fine mechanical facilities for 
loading coal at American ports gives us a great ad­ 
vantage in this respect. 
Heretofore ships have been 
lacking, but there will probably be enough tonnage 
before long. C ars can very likely In* supplied, too. 
The main question is whether we can produce 
an export surplus, 
lf our allies’ need becomes im­ 
perative, and cannot be satisfactorily met otherwise, 
there will be but one answer—of course we can ! 
In 
the meantime, all our agencies of production and con­ 
sumption must take into account that possible cotv 
tingencv.

Increasing the production of food­ 
stuff $21,000,000 a year as a result of 
bringing 75,000 acres of land in South­ 
ern California and the San Joaquin 
valley under production by electric 
irrigation during the past year is a 
feature of a statem ent made by Presi­ 
dent W. A. Brackenridge of Southern 
California Edison Company on Satur­ 
day, in reference to the announcement 
by the State Railroad Commission 
that the earnings of the company for 
the fiscal year were $6,758,425.00 and 
the surplus $1,511,941.30. 
Discussing the work which the com­ 
panies and its subsidiaries have done 
in raising the annual increase of food 
production In Southern California to 
over $135,000,000 and its plans for fur­ 
th er increasing the production, while 
enormously decreasing the consump­ 
tion of oil and other portable fuels 
required for war purposes, President 
Brackenridge said: 
“A total expenditure of $5,614,581.33 
for new properties was necessary In 
order that the company and its sub­ 
sidiaries could, during 1917, increase 
its 
production 
of 
hydro-electricity, 
provide transm ission and distribution 
lines, in a region of fifty thousand 
square miles to meet the demands of 
new business chiefly created by agri­ 
culturists, who are complying with the 
policy of the government in increasing 
our food supply. 
“Six hundred thousand barrels of 
oil which would otherwise be con­ 
sumed at steam plants is set free for 
w ar purposes by an expenditure of 
over two millitfh dollars for additional 
reservoir capacity at Huntington lake. 
This reservoir supplies the two Big 
Creek w ater power plants, which we 
acquired from the Pacific Light and 
Power Corporation. 
The 
reservoir 
capacity is increased from 50,000 to 
90,000 acre feet. 
“To carry out sim ilar increases on 
other water power plants 
approxi­ 
mately $500,000 was spent and it re 
quired nearly $3,000,000 for distribut­ 
ing lines, and equipment and trans­ 
mission systems necessary to carry 
electrical energy to 11,795 new con­ 
sumers, making our total number of 
consumers at the time of filing our 
annual report with the Railroad Com­ 
mission 178,824. 
“On lands which heretofore were 
only negligibly productive, our lines 
were connected during the year to 899 
motors attached to pumps for the irri­ 
gation of 75,000 acres of land, which, 
according to Chamber of Commerce 
statistics, will annually produce $21,- 
000t00(» worth of food stuffs.

building canneries, rolling mills, sugar 
factories, cement plants, planing mills, 
packing houses, refrigeration plants 
and wood-working machinery required 
large additional power installations.

have been able to keep fairly well 
abreast of the war production neces­ 
sities, holding the consumption of oil, 
which has increased from sixty cents 
to $1.60 per barrel, com paratively low. 
“Plans for an additional saving of 
1,500,000 barrels of oil a year are back 
of a recent recommendation of the 
State Railroad Commission, concurred 
in by the Fuel Administration that we 
make extensive additions to our water 
power generation.

Colonel Griffiths’ wound* kept him 
out for only short periods until he got 
what he called “a bad sm ashing" by a 
big piece of metal in 1917. W hen he 
came out of the hospital his right arm 
was practically useless, and he would 
offer his 
left hand 
on m eeting 
a 
friend. 
“This Is my war souvenir,” he said 
on the day his American battalion of 
the American army went into the line 
for the first time, and he produced 
three photographs from hi* old, ta t­ 
tered kit-bag. They were X ray prints 
showing where a piece of h il shoulder 
had been removed by the surgenos. 
It was in a little village about three 
miles from the 
trenches. 
Griffiths 
sat in the gloaming at a little table 
with a bottle of beer and a tin of Am­ 
erican slum before him. giving orders 
in his quiet but im perative way to a 
younger officers and
